Pursuant to tlie Cominissioii’s Order dated January 30, 2001 in Adiiiiiiistrative Case No. 384, 
Columbia Gas of ICeiituclcy, Inc. (“Coluir~bia”) hereby encloses, for filing with the Coiiiniissioii, 
ail original and six (6) copies of data subiiiitted pursuant to the requireirieiits of the Gas Cost 
Adjustiiieiit Provisioii coiitaiiied iii Columbia’s tariff for its Deceniber quarterly Gas Cost 
Adjustiiieiit (“GCA”) . 

Columbia proposes to increase its cull-ent rates to tariff sales custoiiiers by $0.3959 per Mcf 
effective with its December 2007 billing cycle on Noveiiiber 29, 2007. The iiicrease is 
coiiiposed of an iiicrease of $0.4263 per Mcf in tlie Average Coiiiiiiodity Cost of Gas, and a 
decrease of $0.0304 per Mcf iii the Average Dernaiid Cost of Gas.
